A legal eagle’s 
role ‘Reversal’ 


“T love this movie because it’s a case- 
book study of how civil liberties can 
protect the innocent rather, than the 
guilty,” says famed Harvard Law pro- 
fessor and civil libertarian Alan Der- 
showitz of Reversal of Fortune (Warner 
Home Video). Adapted from Dersho- 
witz’s book, the film depicts the author’s 
efforts to overturn socialite Claus von 
Bulow’s conviction for the attempted 
murder of his wealthy wife, Sunny. 
While Reversal of Fortune is a fas- 
cinating look at the American legal 
process, its broader appeal rests in its de- 
piction of von Bulow. In the hands of di- 
rector Barbet Schroeder, screenwriter 
Nicholas Kazan and actor Jeremy Irons 
(who won an Oscar for his efforts), von 
Bulow is depicted as a man of perverse 
humor who relishes attention and likes 
to tease the scandal-loving public with 








hints of decadence. 

Although Dershowitz gathered 
strong scientific evidence to prove that 
Sunny’s coma, which is expected to last 
the rest of her life, was the result of a 
suicide attempt, he admits that no one 
will ever know exactly what happened. 

“About halfway through the case,” 
the lawyer recalls, “I told Claus I had be- 
come convinced by the evidence that 
there was no crime. And he looked me 
in the eye and said, ‘Then you're a fool. 
There’s no way you could know whether 
I’m innocent or guilty. Only two people 
know. One of them is in a coma, and the 
other has a self-interest in telling you 
he’s innocent.’ 

“Von Bulow always wanted to keep 
that ambiguity in the public mind. 
There was a perverse quality of having 
this piece of information, his secret, 
which became his most prized possession 
because other people were so eager to 
get it.” 

Dershowitz was initially criticized for 
agreeing to represent von Bulow, but he 





has always thrived on controversy. He is 
currently defending Leona Helmsley 
and Jim Bakker; past clients include 
Deep Throat star Harry Reems and 
X-rated rappers 2 Live Crew. Though he 
is Jewish, Dershowitz came to the de- 
fense of American Nazis when they 
wanted to march on the largely Jewish 
suburb of Skokie, Indiana. 

While Ron Silver is appropriately 
cast as the feisty Brooklyn-born lawyer 
in Reversal, Dershowitz relishes the story 
of an alternate casting attempt: “Woody 
Allen was asked if he would play me in 
the film. And he said no, he couldn’t do 
me justice.” —M. Faust 





Laserdisc strikes 
a new chord 


Until recently, little effort had been 
made to enhance movie music on laser- 
disc. Oh, you can pump it up digitally 
along with the dialog, and mix it for ster- 
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eo or surround sound, but that doesn’t 
enhance the music in the same way let- 
terboxing enhances cinematography or 
digital video transfers can highlight art 
direction. But laserdisc buyers picking 
up Paramount’s letterboxed reissue of 
Chinatown get a special musical treat — 
Jerry Goldsmith’s acclaimed score from 
the film, alone and unimpeded by dialog, 
on the disc’s extra pair of (analog) audio 
channels. 

But Chinatown isn’t the only disc 
with this welcome feature. MGM/UA’s 
50th anniversary laserdisc edition of The 
Wizard of Oz includes the separate un- 
mixed “M&E” (music-and-effects) track

on Audio-2. Other discs, such as CBS/ 
Fox’s Heaven Can Wait (1943), Voyager's 
CLV versions of Taxi Driver and Raging 
Bull, and Paramount’s A Place in the Sun 
and Desire Under the Elms, also have 
free-standing MGE tracks. 

What makes all these discs and oth- 
er forthcoming titles so special is that 
they give audiences their first and best 
chance to hear the finished film music in 
its proper setting, without dialog intrud- 
ing. In a movie like Chinatown, this is 
even more of a gift than one might ex- 
pect — Goldsmith's music lent the film 
much of its doom-laden, noirish mood. 
Chinatown became one of the most 
sought-after soundtrack albums of the 
'70s, frequently commanding prices in 
excess of $75. And MCA Records, 
which owns the rights to the sound- 
track, has no plans to reissue it on com- 
pact disc. —Bruce Eder

Uptown kids go 
‘Metropolitan’ 


Writer/director Whit Stillman was a 
Harvard undergraduate on Christmas 
break in Manhattan when he accepted 
an invitation to be an escort at a Park 
Avenue debutante ball. While the very 
notion of a high society black-tie affair 
was anathema for a young leftist in 1969, 
Stillman was ripe for a break from the 
stridency and antagonism of student 
politics. 

Despite strong reservations, Stillman 
recalls, “I got involved for a few weeks 
with this group of really eccentric, 
charming characters. I couldn’t hate 
them totally because they were being 
nice to me. You wouldn’t want to spend 
the rest of your life with them, but in 
that context it was like stepping into a 
Fitzgerald novel.” 

Two decades later, that experience 
became the basis for Stillman’s first film, 
Metropolitan (RCA/Columbia), an ironic 
yet affectionate look at a group of young 
Upper East Siders confronting their sta- 





tus as a dying breed “doomed to down- 
ward social mobility.” 

It’s been a bizarre road to the direc- 
tor’s chair for the 38-year-old Stillman, 
with stops in freelance journalism and 
international film sales in Spain. It was 
while encouraging a friend to make the 
shoestring Spanish film Skyline in New 
York that Stillman, who had been look- 
ing for a way to break into filmmaking 
since his student days, realized how 
cheaply a film could be made. 

Since most low-budget films shot in 
New York opt for gritty lowlife stories, 
Stillman figured he could make a mark 
with a film that “focused on the opposite 
of the usual downtown subject matter.

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Cable TV's high-tech gamble

If you read newspapers, you’ve been 
hearing about all the delights the late 
20th century is about to bring video- 
philes— more channels than anyone 
ever dreamed possible, pay-per-view 
movies of your choice when you want 
them, CD-quality surround sound, high- 
definition TV, supermarket shop-at- 
home services, two-way communication 
services that include home security and 
medical alert systems. Some of this is 
here already. More will be available by 
the end of the year. And they’re all com- 
ing through the courtesy of your local 
cable operator. 

That's right— cable. The 1950s tech- 
nology that was supposed to be blown 
away by direct-to-home satellite broad- 


casting 10 years ago, wiped out by over- 
the-air HDTV early this decade and 


clobbered by telephone companies as 


soon as they get into the home video 
business. Instead, cable has stepped 
swinging into the high-tech arena. And 
swinging in all directions. 

For example, when Time-Warner 
Cable finishes rebuilding its system in 
Brooklyn and Queens, New York, by the

end of the year, its fiber-optic network 
will not only be two-way interactive, but 
will deliver 150 channels. Some chan- 
nels will be capable of handling HDTV. 

By December, cable systems around 
the country will be carrying an hour a 
day of HDTV programming, well in ad- 
vance of the adoption of any system by 
the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion and the start of terrestrial HDTV ' 
broadcasts. You won't be able to reccive 
this on your own TV set, but you may be 
able to catch it on a display monitor at a 
nearby shopping center. 

Digital signal compression, the tech- 
nology that squeezes up to 10 TV chan- 
nels into the space normally occupied by 
one, will be a reality by next summer, ac- 
cording to Hal Kribergh, president of 
the Jerrold Division of General Instru- 
ment. This is when Jerrold expects to 
begin delivering both the head-end 
compressors and the TV-top decom- 
pressors such systems require. 

While the FCC and terrestrial 
broadcasters race to establish a system 
for broadcasting digital audio, upgrading 
50-year-old FM and 70-year-old AM 
technology, subscribers to several hun- 
dred cable systems already are enjoying 
the benefits of CD-quality digital broad-

When the Olympic Games get un- 
der way next year in Barcelona, sub- 
scribers on some cable systems will be 
able to act as their own program direc- 
tors, picking and choosing from among 
four separate satellite feeds. They will be 
able. on a pay-per-view basis to see vir- 
tually any event they choose, simply by 
pressing the right buttons on their re- 
mote controls. Some events will be 
transmitted in HDTV or extended-defi- 
nition formats. 

Off-premise interdiction devices, 
like SkyPort from TeleCommunications 
Inc., promise to pare home cable bills by 
authorizing only the channels a house- 
hold actually wants, unlike today’s basic 
and premium packages. Such devices 
also make pay-per-view ordering easier, 
and they’re already being installed at lo- 
cations around the country. 

Personal Communications Systems 
is the cable industry’s answer to the 
threat by telephone companies to use 
their existing wires to supply video pro- 
gramming to homes. PCS promises to 
free phone users from the umbilical cord 
to the phone network. It can also bypass 
the existing phone network to connect 
directly with long-distance carriers like 








Sprint and MCI. All that’s standing in 
the way is government approval. 

Cable in the classroom used to mean 
CNN Newsroom and The Weather 
Channel. Soon it’s going to mean mini- 
networks, so-called I-Nets, uniting all 
the schools in a district, and feeding pro- 
grams to each other and to individual 
homes in the community, thanks to a 
combination of optic fibers, digital signal 
compression and money from the cable 
industry, private foundations and the 
government. 

Some predictable results of all this 
activity: We'll be watching television 
more and ABC, CBS and NBC less. Zir- 
conium jewelry and electronics close- 
outs may still be the mainstays of shop- 
ping channels, but so increasingly will 
tib roasts and fresh produce ordered by 
remote control from neighborhood mar- 
kets. If you live in the Central or Moun- 
tain time zones, you'll be able to catch 
TV favorites at the same convenient 
times as viewers along the East and 
West coasts. And by the time you save 
enough to buy the widescreen HDTV 
needed to display them, you'll have an 
even wider selection of ultraclear pan- 
oramic programming. 

Cable operators aren't doing all this 





out of the goodness of their hearts. For 
the past year, they've been feeling the 
hot breath of telephone companies on 
their necks. The telephone companies, 
prevented from getting into the home 
video business by the court decision that 
broke up American Telephone & Tele- 
graph, have been pressuring Congress to 
let them compete directly with cable for 
your dollars. 

Their fiber-optic networks, they say, 
are uniquely suited to multichannel and 
broadband video transmission — in other 
words, pay-per-view on demand and 
HDTV. But dramatic drops in the cost 
of optical fibers are making it economi- 
cal for cable operators to replace their 
coaxial cables at about the same rate as 
telephone companies are replacing older 
phone cables. 

Compared to traditional cable up- 
grades, the new technologies are cheap, 
which helps to explain their favor with 
cable operators. And while off-premises 
interdiction devices offer some consum- 
er benefits (like eliminating second-set 
charges, making do-it-yourself multi- 
room distribution systems legal in many 
states for the first time), the major bene- 
fits involve cost-cutting and piracy pre- 
vention for cable operators. Rate 
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increases over the past few years have 
helped the cable industry finance re- 
search into HDTV, fiber optics, digital 
signal compression and digital radio, as 
well as invest in the equipment to bring 
the technologies to viewers. 

Cable systems also have plans for 
onscreen program guides that interact 
with VCRs (much as VCR Plus does), 
private local cable networks within the 
larger cable net (all the schools in a 
community tied together, or all the doc- 
tors’ offices), interactive information 
services tied either to videotex or home 
computers, emergency warning systems 
that alert subscribers to disasters even 
when the TV set is turned off, fax net- 
works that deliver store coupons or local 
news direct (and unsolicited) to your 
machine, and so on. 

“The technology is in place for most 
of these things,” says John Bringenberg, 
manager of strategic planning for TCI, 
the nation’s largest cable operator. 
“We're waiting to see which ones the 
consumer is going to want before we 
make major investments in them.” 

Peering only a little farther, experts 
like Bringenberg say that cable opera- 
tors, freed from the tyranny of limited 


ming for specific neighborhoods. Ulti- 
mately, it will be possible — technically if 
not economically —to create a program 
for a single viewer and deliver it exclu- 
sively to him or her. 

In a sense, that’s what many opera- 
tors see in the proliferation of pay-per- 
view channels. An experimental fiber- 
optics center in Heathrow, Florida, in- 
cludes a data bank with more than 2,000 
feature films in its library. As the system 
automatically records a purchase order, 
a human operator starts the film on the 
customer’s movie channel. 

On a scale, pay-per-view operators 
propose to use many of the new chan- 
nels made available by digital compres- 
sion (as many as 50 in the Queens, New 
York, system) for movies timed to coin- 
cide with their release in rental shops. 
Since there are no more than five or six 
major titles released each month, each 
film will appear on more than one chan- 
nel with start times staggered so that no 
purchaser waits more than a few min- 
utes. 


WIDE PRICE RANGE 
At the moment, pay-per-view prices 
hover around $5, well above the price 


with volume and competition from rival 
suppliers offering the same titles (there 
are no exclusives in pay-per-view as 
there are in studio deals with premium 
channels), pay-per-view prices are 
bound to drop. 

At the other end of the pay-per-view 
scale, prices of $40 and more now 
charged for major sports events could 
seem puny compared to some of the nar-: 
rowcast events already possible on new 
channels. One example is the cram 
course for children of Japanese business- 
men living in the U.S. For those kids 
who plan to go to college in Japan, les- 
sons are likely to cost parents living here 
$300 to $400 per session when they be- 
gin in a year or two. 

“This may seem exorbitant,” a 
spokesperson for TV Japan says, “but Ja- 
panese parents who want their children 
to get into the better universities don’t 
think it’s unreasonable at all. And the 
cost of delivery is high. A cable operator 
may have only one or two families who 
need such a specialized service, but he 
must tie up a channel or a portion of a 
channel.” One plan is for students to re- 
spond to classroom teachers by phone 
and to fax in their homework and exam-

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It’s school play night. The excitement’s 
high, the house lights are low and your 
daughter steals the show. Although you 
caught the whole act on video, your 
tape draws bad reviews. You concen- 
trated so hard on composition that you 
didn’t notice the camcorder was set for 
outdoor white balance. And a poorly 
placed stage light tricked the auto iris 
into underexposing many shots, turning 
smiling faces into silhouettes. 

Fortunately, accessory manufactur- 
ers have come up with devices that can 
improve such problem videos. Sima’s 
$300 Ed/it 3 is the least expensive. 
While it can’t turn a disaster into a mas- 
terpiece, it provides useful —even indis- 
pensable — features for home editing. 

Picture and color controls dominate 
the left half of the Ed/it 3. A video en- 
hancer occupies the middle. The unit’s 
stereo audio mixer has inputs for an au- 
dio/video source, a music source and a 
microphone. The stereo mic input is a 
nice touch, because stereo clarifies 
speech. 

It also has an audio/video fade but- 
ton, a bypass switch that deactivates the 
video processing, and two audio/video 
inputs. The picture rolls when the user 
switches sources, but by fading out, 
switching sources and fading in, the user 
can produce a clean transition.

mono mic, and a cable that lets users 
add music from a headphone jack. 

The Ed/it 3 performs a variety of 
editing chores. We used the mixer to 
blend stereo audio from a camcorder 
with sound effects from a Commodore 
Amiga or background music. By slightly 
enhancing the picture, we salvaged a 
dark, backlit close-up of a guitarist. The 
result wasn’t gorgeous —the enhancer 
adds a green halo to bright areas — but at 
least it made his features visible. 

The Ed/it 3 even improved the per- 
formance of more sophisticated devices, 
allowing us to tweak images superim- 
posed with Panasonic’s WJ-AVE5 mixer, 
and to fine-tune scenes digitized with 
the Amiga and NewTek’s DigiView Gold 
digitizer. Most of the Ed/it 3’s processing 
does not significantly degrade picture or 
sound. We only encountered visible 
noise when using the enhancer or boost- 
ing the color all the way. On color bars, 
we noticed slight RF interference. 

We’ve come to rely on units like the 
Ed/it 3 and Videonics’ Video Equalizer 
for extra control over editing. The Ed/it 
3 is $50 cheaper, but lacks the Equal- 
izer’s digital effects, colorizer and S-vid- 
eo jacks. Certainly, you can edit videos 
without one of these processors, but for 
a few hundred dollars it’s doubtful you’d 
find a more useful editing accessory.

This is an unusual year for the VCR, in 
that a seemingly simple mechanical in- 
novation has upstaged the electronic ad- 
vances that normally grab videophiles’ 
attention. You may have noticed this in- 
novation on new VCRs from Toshiba, 
Sharp and Fisher, all of which have cas- 
sette doors centered on the front panel. 
The symmetrical look of these VCRs is a 
welcome change from the jumbled array 
of buttons and hatches covering most 
decks. However, centering a VCR’s 
transport may improve the deck’s pic- 
ture quality even more than its appear- 
ance. 

In so-called midmount VCRs, the 
tape transport, video drum and motor 
assembly become the nucleus at the 
center of a balanced deck, with circuit 
boards, power supplies and the tuner ar- 
ranged around the transport. The elec- 
tronic components become supporting 
players, repositioned so they do not in- 
terfere physically or electrically with the 
transport. The intended effect is to re- 
duce “jitter,” or vertical jumpiness in the 
picture caused by vibration-induced 
fluctuations in the tape path. 

Jitter causes the biggest problems 
with tapes longer than 120 minutes 
(which are unusually thin), and tapes 
recorded at the EP speed, where quality 
is already at a minimum. Midmount 
configuration may be especially benefi- 
cial for S-VHS, maximizing the format’s 
ability to record in excess of 400 lines of 
horizontal resolution by suppressing me- 
chanical anomalies in the transport. 

In Fisher’s midmount FVH-4903 
and FVH-8901 VHS VCRs, the power 
supply resides in a separate part of the 
chassis, since it’s a source of picture-de- 
grading noise. Keeping it insulated from 
other VCR components ensures a higher 
signal-to-noise ratio from the VCR and, 
hence, a better picture. 

A VCR's head drum rotates at 1,800 
rpm, and some of the machine’s parts 
may resonate at or near that frequency, 
amplifying vibrations caused by the head 
drum’s rotation. Fisher uses thick steel 





plates on the top and bottom of the 
chassis to counteract these vibrations 
and further stabilize the transport. Legs 
filled with damping material help isolate 
the transport from external vibrations. 

In the early days of VHS, it was 
common to find a large brass impedance 
roller in the tape path on each side of 
the head drum. These smoothed out 
fluctuations as the tape traveled around 
the heads. As years went by, some man- 
ufacturers dropped their use or reduced 
their diameter to cut manufacturing 
costs. But big impedance rollers have re- 
appeared in the FVH-8901, augmented 
by sophisticated digital servo circuits 
that enable more precise control of the 
rotational speed of the head drum and 
capstan, which controls the forward mo- 
tion of the tape. 

Innovations in video head design are 
also part of the new midmount VCRs. 
The composition of the magnetic mate- 
tial used to make a video head can con- 
tribute to the amount of noise visible in 
the picture. Instead of the conventional 
ferrite video heads that have been the 
mainstay of all video formats for the past 
decade, Fisher’s midmount machines 
use Sendust heads. Sendust is a new ma- 
terial that offers a higher saturated mag- 
netic flux density and better low-fre- 
quency characteristics than were previ- 
ously available. 

Compared to ferrite video heads, 
Sendust heads achieve an improvement 
of three decibels in color signal-to-noise 
ratios. For optimum quality recording

and playback at both SP and EP, two 
double-azimuth heads are built into a 
single head assembly on each side of the 
video drum. The width of the Fisher’s 
SP head is 58 microns, while the width 
of the EP head is 19.3 microns. Other 
manufacturers are also exploring the use 
of Sendust and other improved magnet- 
ic materials in video heads. 

Sharp is also introducing midmount 
VCRs this fall, but is adding separate in- 
novations of its own. The company’s re- 
search has concentrated on improving 
the quality of the signal recovered from 
the tape by the video heads. Most dou- 
ble-azimuth video head designs combine 
different head widths that must serve 
the purposes of both SP and EP record- 
ing and playback. Sharp determined 
that this design impaired the quality of 
the EP picture, because the heads were 
slightly wider than the recorded video 
tracks. 

For example, a 26-micron-wide head 
forced to retrace a 19-micron-wide video 
track picks up seven microns of extra- 
neous information from the adjacent 
track. This overlap produces crosstalk, 
which lowers picture quality. By adding 
two separate playback-only video heads, 
each precisely 19 microns in width, 
Sharp has been able to raise the video 
level of the much-used EP mode signifi- 
cantly. The company’s unique nine-head 
video drum holds two SP heads and two 
EP heads deployed in double-azimuth 
pairs, two audio heads, two 19-micron

TV's SILENT REVOLUTION 


A high-tech drive to turbocharge the CRT 
Helis wider, sharper, brighter pictures. 


f it’s never occurred to you to ask 
why we continue to watch televised 
images on the bulging bottom of 
what is basically a large bottle occu- 
pied mostly by a vacuum, consider it 
now. Because the bottle is changing. It’s 
being stretched, flattened, coated, prod- 
ded, programmed, tweaked and remade 
to a degree unseen since the advent of 
color. A few of the changes are dramat- 
ic, but most are invisible—and more are 
on the way. What viewers see instead 
are better pictures, sometimes only sub- 
tly better than those of earlier models. 
But the steady march of minor improve- 
ments by numer- 
ous companies, 
each brandishing 
its own propri- 
etary approach, is 
having a major 
impact on picture 
quality. Especially 
on larger screens. 
The plain fact 
is that the boob 
tube is growing up, 
undergoing a si- 
lent revolution 
that’s already af-

fecting what we watch and that may 
soon affect the way we watch. Perhaps 
it’s not surprising that viewers are being 
caught off guard. The cathode ray tube 
was actually developed before electronic 
television. When TV came along, its use 
to display pictures was widely considered 
a temporary expedient until science de- 
veloped a flat, hang-on-the-wall substi- 
tute. 

That was 70 years ago, and the pic- 
ture tube is still going strong, besting all 
competing technologies, including flat- 
screen LCD devices. (Even the vast ma- 
jority of consumer projection TV sets 
rely on picture tubes—in fact, trios of 
tubes, one for each primary color.) One 
of the difficulties in catching up is that 
the picture tube is a moving target. Just 
when most people believe the CRT has 
reached the end of its tether, it gets bet- 
ter. 

It’s easier to understand how this is 
possible by taking a closer look at what 
makes tubes tick. Life inside a picture 
tube is hectic. In a black-and-white 
tube, it’s not so bad — an electron stream 
merely paints a picture on a phosphor 
screen by going back and forth. In a col- 
or tube—a Rube Goldberg invention 








that should never have worked — three 
separate guns spew electrons from 
slightly different directions. 

Between the guns and the screen lies 
a shadow mask (sometimes called an 
“aperture mask” or “aperture grille”). 
The mask keeps the right electron beam 
from landing on the wrong colored 
phosphor on the screen. The wrong col- 
ors are in the so-called shadow of the 
mask from the standpoint of the elec- 
tron gun. 

In the first color tubes, screens were 
coated with triads of phosphor dots — 
red, green and blue — which are still 
found in some computer monitors. Mod- 
ern tubes use vertical strips of color in- 
stead of dots, a pattern inspired by the 
Sony Trinitron, the first to use such a 
configuration. 

Despite improvements to flat-screen 
systems —in resolution, brightness, size 
and cost—picture tubes have managed 
to stay so far ahead that a low-resolu- 
tion, three-inch LCD color TV costs 
about the same as a conventional 27- 
inch tube set. And color picture tubes 
are still moving ahead, with a multitude 
of very small improvements which col- 
lectively yield significant, noticeable ad-

prove the picture itself. This is Zenith’s 
Flat Tension Mask (FTM) tube, already 
being produced in a 14-inch size as an 
expensive computer monitor. The tube 
has an absolutely flat black faceplate on 
which the picture looks like a Ko- 
dachrome slide, with sharp contrast and 
virtually no noticeable reflections. 

But the truly significant aspect of the 
FTM could be the technology used to 
produce it. All color tubes now are made 
using a painstaking and costly high-pre- 
cision process in which the metal shad- 
ow mask is used as a negative to lay 
down the phosphor stripes on the face- 
plate in three separate exposures — one 
for each primary color. The mask is then 
wedded to the faceplate of the same 
tube on which it was used to imprint the 
phosphors. So much precision is re- 
quired that there is no interchange- 
ability of shadow masks and face- 
plates. 

The FTM system, if Zenith succeeds, 
would change all this. In place of the 
traditional curved or domed shadow 
mask, which must be allowed space to

vantages. One of the most obvious ways 
in which the tube has progressed is size. 

Just a few years ago, a 25-inch tube 
was considered a giant screen. Now 
there’s a wide variety of tubes at larger 
sizes — including 26-, 27-, 29-, 30-, 31-, 
32- and 35-inch models. The latter size 
was considered a tremendous feat a few 
years ago when introduced by Mit- 
subishi, but today 35-inch tubes are 
made by three manufacturers — two of 
them with plants in the U.S. Sony has 
even introduced a limited-edition TV 
set with a tube measuring 43 inches in 
viewable diagonal. The tube, the world’s 
largest CRT, is used primarily in TV sta- 
tion broadcast monitors; Sony’s consum- 
er version carries a suggested price of 
$40,000. 

The stratospheric Sony aside, it’s 
doubtful even the big 35-inch tube will 
be the largest mass-produced consumer 
size for long. Manufacturers are already 








exploring still larg- § 
er sizes. And dif- 
ferent shapes. In 
Europe, TV sets 
are already on sale 
with picture tubes | 
in the widescreen 
16:9 dimension in- 
stead of the boxy | 
4:3 ratio of stand- 
ard TV, both for 
use with letter- 
boxed movies and 
for HDTV and 
EDTV broadcasts 
in widescreen, as 
well as for the proper display 
of letterboxed films (see sidebar). 

Although myriad small improve- 
ments are in progress at picture tube 
plants, one large advance promised for 
the future could revolutionize the way 
picture tubes are made and vastly im- 
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SUPER TUBE 


expand, Zenith would substitute a com- 
pletely flat mask rigidly secured to the 
glass tube (which has an equally flat 
faceplate) so it cannot expand or con- 
tract. Zenith is already producing such 
monitors, but they’re costly. 

Zenith thinks it can mount the mask 
with such rigidity that it can replace 
the traditional photographic method of 
laying phosphors on the glass with a rel- 
atively low-cost method of printing or 
silkscreening. This would eliminate huge 
and sensitive production equipment, 
transforming the most complex part of 
tube-making into a simple printing proc- 
ess. 

Zenith officials say this could make 
possible relatively low-cost tubes, even 
for HDTV. Zenith says it’s sufficiently 
encouraged to promise the introduction 
of a 20-inch FTM. TV set late in 1992. It 


hasn't determined yet whether it can use

the silkscreen process, but competitors 
are dubious. 

The picture tube is not only the 
most expensive part of a TV set (fre- 
quently comprising up to 70 percent of 
the cost), but the most critical. It is the 
tube’s combination of optics and elec- 
tronics which delivers the actual pic- 
ture, and it—not a TV set’s electronic 
circuitry —is the limiting factor in 
brightness, color clarity and resolution. 

Sony recognized this long ago, and 
departed from the rest of the industry to 





develop the Trinitron. This tube em- 
ploys a unique aperture grille with slits 
running the height of the tube, along 
with a single, large, three-barrel electron 
gun in place of the standard three guns, 
providing a sharp spot size and high 
brightness. The Trinitron faceplate is 
unique in that it is cylindrical in shape, 
rather than spherical —that is, it’s com- 
pletely flat from top to bottom, and 
curved only on the horizontal axis. 
Sony's tubes have always had sharp cor- 
ners, a relatively recent innovation in

ed-definition and high-definition broadcasts from 
satellites (with an optional satellite tuner). 

Thomson Consumer Electronics says the tube, which 
it makes in its plant in Italy, is capable of full high-fidel- 
ity display. The screen measures 34 inches, diagonally, 
which is equivalent to a 28-inch-high set in the standard 


4:3 ratio. 


Other major TV manufacturers in Europe — including 
Philips, Grundig, Nokia and such Japanese-owned com- 
panies as JVC —also plan to bring out 34-inch, 16:9 sets 
for the European market. In Japan, where widescreen 
HDTV is broadcast from satellite for one hour a day, 
16:9 sets are available but at a cost of about $17,000, plus 
almost the same amount for a converter-tuner. Lejosne 
paid 35,000 francs, about $6,000, for his set. 

Although Space System is billed as an HDTV moni- 
tor, it can display images using any of the three major 
worldwide standards — NTSC, PAL and SECAM —in ei- 
ther wide or standard ratios. Widescreen display of a 
standard picture cuts a small portion off the top and the 
bottom. Standard display leaves room at one side of the 
image for a picture-in-picture — or rather, a picture-out- 








Laurent Lejosne, a baker in the Normandy town of Ver- 
non, halfway between Paris and Rouen, along with his 
wife Veronique and their two-year-old daughter Jessica, 
made television history this spring.

side-picture — from additional channels. 

Thomson, whose U.S. brands are RCA and GE, says 
it has no plans to market 16:9 sets here in the near fu- 
ture, unless the market “demands” it. 

What did the baker see? For one thing, he watched 
the European soccer finals — Spartak Moscow vs. OM— 
broadcast directly from satellite in the D2-MAC wide- 
screen format.

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other brands of TV sets. 

The Trinitron, like other tubes, has 
developed over the years, and the com- 
pany is now offering a glimpse of its ulti- 
mate potential in a new computer 
version called the “20/20.” This 20-inch 
square display has a viewable resolution 
of 2,048 by 2,048 pixels, or more than 
four million pixels, which is triple the 
pixel size and information-carrying ca- 
pability of a standard 1,280-by-1,024-pix- 
el high-resolution computer monitor. 
(In the consumer area, some of Sony’s 
high-end sets now employ artificial in- 


| telligence to monitor brightness, color 


and contrast, adjusting the tube’s pa- 
rameters 60 times each second.) 

The shape of the TV’s picture is con- 
stantly being refined, and more changes 
are on the way. A 1980s development by 
Toshiba ended the era of rounded cor- 
ners, if not bulging screens. Toshiba 
called it the FST, which originally stood 
for “flat square tube” but on second 
thought was changed to “flatter squarer 
tube,” since it was neither truly flat nor 
truly square. The corners were relatively 
sharp, and while the face of the tube was

The Incredible 
olrinking Tube 





Ever wonder why picture tubes 
shrink when you bring them into 
the United States? For example, 
let's say you buy a 29-inch color TV 
set in Canada and drive it across 
the border. When you get home — 
voila, there’s a 27-inch set! If you 
fancy a nice 21-incher in Tokyo, it 
will whittle down to a perfect 20 
the minute you enter Uncle Sam’s 
territorial limit. But if you take the 
sets back to where you got them, 
they'll swell to their original size. 

The reason TV sets undergo a 
sea change is that picture tube sizes 
are measured differently in the U.S. 
than almost any place else. This 
wasn’t always the case. The first 
CRIs had round faceplaces that 
were identified by their diameter in 
inches. When masked off into 
something approaching a rectangu- 
lar picture, the measurement be- 
came corner-to-corner. Eventually 
rectangular picture tubes were in- 
troduced — and were identified the 
same way, by the tube’s overall di- 
agonal measurement, a system still 
used in most countries. 

But in the ’50s, the Federal 
Trade Commission decided that ad- 
vertising the diagonal size of picture 
tubes constituted misrepresentation, 
pointing out that neither bedsheets 
nor two-by-fours were sold that 
way. It proposed the use of length- 
by-width ratios or the picture area 
in square inches. TV set manufac- 
turers objected, and more than 10 
years of hearings and legal squab- 
bling ensued until — finally —a 
compromise was reached. 

The compromise involved some- 
thing new — “viewable diagonal,” 
which was defined as the measure- 
ment of the picture itself, rather 
than the tube that houses it. In 
larger sizes, the tube’s external glass 
walls constitute one or two inches 
not occupied by picture. So the 
FTC issued an order, and on mid- 
night, December 31, 1966, most 
tubes lost a little fat. 

Just to make sure everyone 
knows the difference, American 
tubes are identified with a “V” after 
the size designation, as in “27V,” 
which, of course, is a 29-inch tube 
in Silesia. And Upper Volta. And 
Sri Lanka. And just about every 
place else. —DL

still spherical it was closer to flat-faced 
than its rivals because it had a gentler 
curve. 

Toshiba’s move set the fashion, and 
all tube makers followed suit so far as 
the corners were concerned, but many 
balked at flattening the face. They 
needed the rounded face to achieve the 
proper relationship between the elec- 
tron gun, the shadow mask and the tube 
face. Except for Sony’s cylindrical face, 
all tubes —including the FST —had 
spherical faceplates (the FST’s face was 
merely a segment of a larger sphere). 

It was RCA which discovered how 
to make a faceplate that appeared flat 
but was more harmonious with the 
shadow mask than spherical tubes. This 
was called, naturally, an “aspherical” 
faceplate. It was designed by computer 
to provide the best, most consistent pic- 
ture within the limitations of the shad- 
ow mask. 

Close inspection shows it’s neither 
flat nor rounded, but that it plateaus at 
the main part of the screen. Many larger 
tubes now have aspherical faceplates for 
optimum color performance in the cor- 
ners and at the edges as well as at the 
center, because these faceplates permit 
stronger shadow masks. 

Nevertheless, the shadow mask re- 
mains the most critical component with- 
in the picture tube. Because it’s made of 





steel, it expands when heated, and this 
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Save on cable rental fees! 
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can cause color contamination and in- 
accuracies, particularly at the edges and 
corners. For the brightest picture, high 
voltages are necessary. But higher volt- 
ages generate more heat as more elec- 
trons strike the metal shadow mask. 
Unfortunately, the most voltage is re- 
quired in the largest screen sizes, where 
the mask is likelier to buckle and dome 
with the heat. 


ALLOY OF CHOICE 

Enter Invar, a metal alloy specifically 
developed for rigidity at high tempera- 
tures. When made into a shadow mask, 
it results in 75 percent less shifting un- 
der high temperatures than standard 
steel. Deluxe, high-end tubes 27 inches 
and larger are now beginning to use In- 
var shadow masks. The material is ex- 
pensive and processing it into a mask is 
difficult — after five months of receiving 
unacceptable samples from the only 
American source of shadow masks, 
Thomson Consumer Electronics’ RCA 
picture tube operation had to import its 
Invar masks from Japan. 

But the Invar mask is a major im- 
provement. It makes possible a smaller 
electron beam spot size, providing better 
focus, and it lets tube makers use a high- 
er voltage (up to 32,000 volts) for the 
brighter picture giant tubes require, pro- 
viding a picture that can be 40 percent 
brighter than that of a steel-mask tube. 

With the development of upgraded 
VCRs, laserdisc players and other pro- 
gram sources capable of higher resolu- 
tion than broadcasts —and looking 
forward to HDTV — demand for higher 
resolution picture tubes is growing. The 
resolution is determined primarily by the 
pitch —the distance between the center 
of each trio of phosphor stripes on the 
screen — together with the electron 
beam spot size. 

Pitch is generally greater on a larger 
tube than a small one. While a tradi- 
tional large tube might have a pitch of 
0.85mm (about 0.03 of an inch) at the 
center of the screen and 1.1mm at the 
edge, Invar tubes, even in the 35-inch 
size, have pitches as narrow as 0.71mm 
at the center, which is equivalent to 
0.278mm in 13-inch tubes. True HDTV 
is reckoned to be reproducible at 0.5mm 
to 0.6l1mm pitch in a 34-inch widescreen 
16:9 tube. 

Also affecting spot size, and there- 
fore resolution, is the width of a tube’s 
neck, with extra girth benefitting the 
picture. While many smaller tubes have 
necks only 22.5mm in diameter, necks 
on bigger tubes increased first to 29mm 
and then to 32mm and 32.5mm. A new 
version of the Mitsubishi 35-inch tube 
will have a neck diameter of 37.5mm.

HIS S MOST WANTED 


A hands-on investigation of six power-packed camcorders 


he suspects: six of the most wanted 
camcorders ever to hit the street. 
The victims: serious amateur 
videographers trying to finger the 
perfect Hi8 camcorder, confused by con- 
flicting testimony from store personnel 
and features that appear under several 
aliases. 

The investigating officers: contribut- 
ing editor Ty Harrington, a globe-trot- 
ting field videographer whose travels 
place tough demands on himself and his 
equipment, and senior editor Brent But- 
terworth, a postproduction fanatic 
whose multigenerational edits and spe- 
cial effects assault and batter all but the 
sharpest video images. 

Mr. Outside and Mr. Inside, as 
they’re known on the force. 

The suspicious activity began last 
year, when video manufacturers exposed 
a whole gang of new Hi8 machines with 
innovative features that caught video 
enthusiasts by surprise. 

As reports of perplexed shoppers 
reached our office, we decided it was 
time to round up the Hi8 camcorder 
gang and test them until they told the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth about their strengths and 
weaknesses. 

We began the investigation by lining 
up six leading Hi8 machines — Canon’s 
H850 and LI, Sony’s CCD-V801 and 
CCD-V5000, RCA’s Pro880 and Olym- 
pus’ VX-H804. Then we thoroughly 





questioned every feature, every button 
and every pixel of every picture. We 
paid special attention to picture and 
sound quality, and to manual features, 
which most experienced users prefer. 
We didn’t have to check the manual fo- 
cus, because all six camcorders have a 
traditional focus ring at the front of the 
lens. This is highly preferable to the 
cumbersome power focus buttons that 
have become the norm on VHS and 
VHS-C camcorders. 

All have AFM hi-fi stereo sound, 
and two also feature PCM digital stereo. 
Most have a manual iris, which is impor- 
tant for backlight compensation in con- 
ditions that make subjects’ features 
invisible; for slightly underexposing 
shots to achieve extra color saturation; 
and for controlling depth of field, or how 
much of the picture is in focus. 


MIGHTY MITES 

The Canon H850 and RCA Pro880 
show Hi8 doesn’t have to come at a high 
price. Both are small units, available for 
street prices hundreds of dollars below 
list, but in picture and sound quality 
they rival machines costing twice as 
much. The $1,900 H850 breaks the Hi8 
mold, offering mainly point-and-shoot 
features. It offers no manual control 
over iris, white balance or audio record- 
ing level. Fortunately, the automatic 
features work well—the only thing we 
really miss is manual iris. 





With regular and tracking modes, 
the H850 has the most sophisticated au- 
tofocus system of the camcorders we 
tested. In either mode, focus is deliber- 
ate and accurate in bright light. Track- 
ing mode works well, provided the 
subject is not temporarily obstructed. 
The tracking mode offers automatic 
backlight compensation, which helps 
compensate for the lack of a manual iris. 
The limited sensitivity of the H850’s 
camera section prevents the AF from 
settling in low light unless zoomed at 
least halfway out. 

The H850 sports a useful innova- 
tion — plug-in ROM chips with selec- 
tions of computer-generated music and 
animations. Chips are available for 
events such as birthdays, weddings and 
sports. The graphics are so sophisticated 
that duplicating them would require a 
Commodore Amiga and lots of talent. 

The H850’s picture appears the least 
noisy of any of the camcorders we test- 
ed, perhaps because its colors seem 
slightly undersaturated. The H800, a 
similar model without slots for the chips, 
should still be available in many stores. 
It is probably the least expensive Hi8 on 
the market. 

Light, small, simple and straightfor- 
ward, RCA's $1,600 Pro880 is a strong 
contender for those who want the bene- 
fit of Hi8 without paying for extra bells 
and whistles. Its amazingly stable infra- 
red AF works much better in low light

than the other systems, and re- 
spectably in bright light. 

Another strength is its short- 
throw manual iris, which permits 
quick compensation for adverse 


light conditions. The exposure often) 


continues changing for about a second 


after the user stops turning the knob, , 


making setting the iris a bit difficult, but 
we got used to it. 

The Pro880 offers all the basic fea- 
tures most shooters need. A nice touch 
is the ever-present battery power indica- 
tor on its external LCD panel. We con- 
sider this preferable to the low-battery 
indicators of most units. These often ap- 
pear only seconds before the unit shuts 
off. The Pro880 is ideal for sophisticated 
shooters on a budget, or for those seek- 
ing to step cautiously into Hi8 while 
waiting to see what further innovations 
come along. 


MIDSIZE MUSCLE 
Slightly larger and heavier than the 
H850 and Pro880, Olympus’ VX-H804 
and Sony’s CCD-V801 should appeal to 
shooters seeking traditional feel and 
more features. The VX-H804, Spartan 
compared to the larger units, includes 
well-chosen, well-placed fea- “-«#ttim 
tures.

zoom doubles the size of an image, and 
an electronic viewfinder swivels 180 de- 
grees, reducing the likelihood it will 
break off during field use. 

The VX-H804's AF is one of the 
best we tested, because it offers three 
target zones. Users can tweak the auto- 
focus with a zone select button, which is 
positioned so that hitting it doesn’t 
shake the picture. The AF hunts — puls- 
ing back and forth in search of a sub- 
ject —only when zoomed all the way in. 

Its picture appears a bit noisier than 
that of the other units. In addition to 
analog audio, it offers PCM digital ster- 
eo, which provides especially clear 
sound. The PCM cannot be dubbed as it 
can with some Sony camcorders and 
VCRs. A wired pause remote illustrates 
the VX-H804’s design approach —it’s a 
sturdy, practical workhorse with few 
frills but most of the necessary nuts and 
bolts. 

Sony’s latest Hi8s combine compact 
design with features useful to weekend 
warriors and semipros alike. The $1,900

CCD-V801 is a full-featured model, 
while the $1,600 CCD-V701 is a similar, 
but slightly stripped down economy 
model. 

The V801's great strength is its light- 
ning-fast control wheel, which adjusts 
iris, shutter speed and gain. Like ad- 
vanced 35mm SLRs, the V801 features 
accurate, programmable exposure 
modes, including full auto, portrait, 
sports, aperture-priority and shutter-pri- 
ority. Unlike most camcorders, the V801 
holds its settings even when turned off, 
instead of returning to full auto mode — 
an ideal arrangement for serious users 
who seldom shoot in full auto. 

Sony’s through-the-lens AF has of- 
ten been criticized for hunting, prompt- 
ing the company to switch to infrared 
AF on some new 8mm models. The 
V801, however, still uses the TTL sys- 
tem, and still tends to hunt at focal 
lengths greater than 15mm (slightly past 
full wide-angle). It only stays put on 
brightly lit, high-contrast subjects. 

The V801 offers rewritable time 





| 











code, which should allow very precise 
editing when used with Sony’s new time- 
code compatible RM-E700 editing con- 
troller. It also features 27 shutter speeds, 
an onscreen picture adjustment menu, 
and a gain control adjustable from -3 to 
+18 decibels, which is useful in low 
light. 

Its picture and sound quality are su- 
perb — both Sonys seem to produce more 
realistic color than the other cam- 
corders. The only weaknesses we found 
were its autofocus and its viewfinder, 
which looks fragile. 


THE BIG GUNS 

For ambitious amateurs, wedding 
videographers and others who need but 
can’t afford professional equipment, two 
Hi8 camcorders — Canon’s L1 and Sony’s 
CCD-V5000 — straddle the fine line be- 
tween pro and consumer gear. Both are 
limited-edition models, so finding one 
might be difficult, and chances are nei- 
ther will be heavily discounted. 

The $3,000 LI uses the VL lens 
mount, a new industry standard for in- 
terchangeable camcorder lenses. Canon 
currently offers two VL lenses, a 15x 
zoom supplied with the Ll and an op- 
tional 8x zoom. One of us feels the 8x 
zoom would be a more appropriate 
stock-equipment choice because its 
lighter weight would better balance the 
unit. But the other loves the extra range 
of the 15x lens and found its grooved fo- 
cus and zoom rings easy to handle. 

Except for the new lens mount, the 
L1 is similar to Canon’s Al Digital. It of- 
fers two sets of digital effects, one for re- 
cording and another for playback. The 
recording effects are especially useful. 
They include an overlap setting that 
freezes the end of a scene, then dissolves 
it into the next, and an electronic close-

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up that doubles the zoom range to 30x. 
The L1’s focal range is astonishing, but 
at long telephoto settings, holding it 
steady is practically impossible. Wind 
can shake the picture even when the LI 
is mounted on a light tripod. 

It also has what we consider to be 
the best gain-up circuit available — a dig- 
ital strobe effect that stores the light 
from several frames as one. This lowers 
the sensitivity to 0.5 lux while adding 
little noise. 

The only real weakness is its expo- 
sure control. In manual mode, the iris 
adjustment is exceedingly precise, but to 
achieve this the user must overcome a 
confusing control wheel with five revo- 
lutions at either end of the adjustment 
range that seem to have no function. An 
unstable, sliding scale in the viewfinder 
helps little. We hope Canon (or another 
manufacturer) creates a VL lens with a 
manual iris ring like those on profes- 
sional video lenses.

tenuation and the directionality of the 
microphone. It’s not surprising that the 
LI produces, to our ears, the best sound 
of all the units. 

However, we came to a split decision 
on the LI.

anced, that its features need refinement, 
and that Canon should have designed it 
to accommodate wide-angle lenses. The 
other loves it, praising the sound, the ef- 
fects and the solid feel of the big 15x 
lens. Both of us feel the Al Digital is a 
more practical investment for many am- 
ateur videographers. 

Sony’s $2,700 CCD-V5000 packs 
more features than any other consumer 
camcorder. Foremost is a timebase cor- 
rector, which smoothes out picture er- 
rors caused by tiny variances in tape 
transport or head rotation speed. About 
half the generation loss encountered in 
editing is due to timebase error, so the 
TBC alone makes the V5000 attractive 
to serious editors —and it works great 
with a Video Toaster. 

Its professional, Betacam-style shoul- 
der rest allows steady operation, and a 
strong, top-mounted handle helps offset 
the big machine’s potential unwieldiness 
in the field.The left side is filled with 
controls that permit virtually every 
function to be precisely set without re- 
quiring the user to look in the view- 
finder. It’s as user-friendly as the L1 is 
command-intensive. 

Its audio capabilities are especially 
impressive. It has PCM audio that can 
be dubbed in later, a pop-up narration 
mic, level and balance controls, and a 
monitor/playback speaker. Noise from 
the transport leaks into recordings, so 
demanding users will want to employ a 
separate mic. There is no external mic

Inside, the view is 
just as good, thanks to a so- 
phisticated installation 
that includes, in addi- 
tion to the theater, au- 
dio/video distribution to 
other rooms and outdoor 
decks, and satellite reception 
from a roof-mounted dish. 
The installation was designed 
by Audio Command Systems 
of Rockville Center, New 
York, with the assis- 
tance of Jay Measley, 
the home’s architect. 
ACS is a member of 
the Custom Electronic 





It was a cold, bright January day when 
two dozen excited sports fans parked 
their cars and headed into the theater 
for a special live screening of Super Bowl 
XXIII. The showing was special because 
the theater was in a private home — and 
the home was still under construction. 
But the media room was ready, and the 
Super Bowl was an irresistible way to 
test its powers. The theater passed with 
flying colors, especially when the owner 
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Design and Installation Association (see 
box). 

The heart of the theater is a Sony 
1040 video projector set up, coffee-table 
style in the middle of the room, to work 
in tandem with a seven-foot retractable 
screen by Draper. A 30-inch Yamaha 
monitor, set into the main equipment 
wall and fed by a Proton video tuner, 
serves as a second screen. 

ACS president Robert Kauf- 
man specified a single brand for 
most of the system’s extensive ca- 
pabilities. Thus, the theater’s 
S-VHS VCR, combi player, Dolby 
Pro-Logic decoder, CD changer, 
_dual-well audio cassette deck, 
turntable, amplifiers and 
front speakers are all 
i by Yamaha.

tion screen and in-wall Sonance IV rear 
speakers. 

The satellite reception uses a 10-foot 
Winegard dish fitted with a Saginaw ac- 
tuator and a Chaparral dual feedhorn. 


| This enables the dish to service two re- 
| ceivers, an HTX Houston Tracker in the 


theater and an Echo Star in the master 
bedroom. 

The unique architecture left little 
usable wall space, making visual integra- 
tion of the elaborate system into the 
structure an unusually challenging task, 
according to Kaufman. For example, the 
black metal fascia on the equipment 
cabinets were custom cut to precise 
specifications, then flawlessly anodized. 
Motorized drapes help regulate the 
room’s light. 

The system distributes audio and 
video signals to nine rooms — including 
the dining room, the kitchen, a living 
room, a study, the bedroom and the 
bath—although not every room has a 






TV set. Two outdoor decks are also 
wired for sound, and here ACS installed 
one pair of Design Acoustics DA-360 
outdoor speakers and a pair of B&W 
LM-1 Marine speakers. 

The system, which cost about 
$50,000, is controlled by two Yamaha 
| MRX-100 universal remotes and built-in 
touch panels created by ACS. One of 
the panels is installed in the master bed- 
room in a bedside console, which also 
houses a telephone, an intercom and a 
compact “suite system” consisting of a 
combi player, an audio cassette deck and 
a receiver. 

The video signals, including those 
| from the satellite dish, play through a 
27-inch Yamaha monitor and another 
S-VHS VCR, both concealed with the 
help of a motorized lift in a cabinet at 
the foot of the bed.

We expected camcorder manufacturers to hit the 
beach this summer, savor a few daiquiris and last 
year’s relentless tide of innovation, and wait for 
better economic times. But manufacturers have 
unexpectedly turned up the heat in this season’s 
new wave of products, unleashing refinements sure 
to excite any videophile, novice or pro. 

The best place to feel the heat is at local cam- 
corder dealers, where new shooting machines are 
beginning to dock. Summer shoppers should savor 
models with professional features, like inter- 
changeable lenses and time code, as well as point- 
and-shoots graced with features formerly available 
only on full-size shoulder-bruisers. The trend to 
portability is even washing away bulky, full-size 
VHS camcorders, leaving slim, lighter VHS units 
in their place. 

We're going to take you on a guided tour 
through this season’s hottest selections in all the 
major formats— VHS, VHS-C and 8mm. Each for- 
mat is filled with surprises and, given that the re- 
cession is expected to last until well after the 
weather turns frosty, dealers may be offering some 
very cool deals on the new models. 


DIET VHS 

The most notable change among still-popular 
VHS camcorders is that full-size machines are less 
so for 91. The width has been reduced to as little

as three inches on many models, meaning they can 
fit in suitcases or large attaches. 

VHS remains the format of choice for left- 
handed shooters, with Panasonic serving as the 
southpaw’s savior. The company’s Switch Hitter 
design places primary controls on a central grip be- 
neath the lens, while the viewfinder pivots from 
left to right to accommodate either eye. This way, 
the camcorder can be used equally well by lefties 
and righties. 

Of particular note to those with creative 
streaks are the PV-760 and S-VHS PV-S770 
Switch Hitters, both of which feature electronic 
image stabilization and 30x digital zoom. Both 
come with a 10-watt video light and several digital 
effects, including a mirror-image mode and a vari- 
ety of wipes for scene transitions. 

Zenith’s VM7170 also comes with a 10-watt 
light, but with a difference. While most enhance- 
ment lights share power from the camcorder's bat- 
tery with other camcorder functions, the 
VM7170's light draws from the second of two bat- 
teries that come with the unit. A 100-minute bat- 
tery fits at the camcorder’s rear; a 50-minute 
supplemental battery fits in the hand grip. The 
camcorder also switches automatically to the sec- 
ond battery when one is drained.

Fellas. “This is what the 
world’s coming to,” snaps 
Tommy DeVito (Joe Pesci), 
who then guns down a harm- 
less soul who had the nerve 
to stand up to him. This up- 
sets Jimmy, who's fresh out of 
lime with which to bury the 
body. 

An astonished witness to 
this scene is Henry Hill (Ray 
Liotta), subject of both 
GoodFellas and the book on 
which it’s based, Nicholas 
Pileggi’s Wiseguy. As a boy, 
Henry dreamed of being a 
gangster the way others 
dreamed of being cops or 
firemen. As an adult hood he 
can’t imagine anything better 
than “the life” — the money, 
the privileges, the kicks, the 





of thrilling set- pieces; it’s enough to 
make anyone wish he were a gangster. 
Even Pesci’s Tommy —a frightening, Os- 
car-winning performance — fascinates as 
much as he appalls us. Having grabbed 
us, Scorsese gradually pulls us into fear 
and desperation as Henry’s drug dealings 
start to drag him down and a huge rob- 
bery degenerates into an orgy of murder.

Edward Scissorhands

As a popular artist, Tim 
Burton must know that sooner 
or later he’s going to get 
slammed by both the critics 
and the public. He may have 
tempted fate by making Ed- 
ward Scissorhands, the story of 
a gifted innocent confronted 
with fickle admirers and rules 
he doesn’t understand. But it 
turns out Burton knew what 
he was doing all along — he’s at 
his best making movies which, 
like their title characters, defy 
classification. 

Edward is the creation of a 
lonely inventor who died be- 
fore he could install Edward’s 
hands, leaving him with an ar- 
ray of scissors, clippers and 
other sharp objects in their 
place. Peg, the local Avon lady, 
finds him and takes him home, 
where he soon amazes the 
neighbors with the shapes he 
can form out of shrubbery, hair 
| and ice. But he can’t touch 
people, least of all Kim (Wino- 
na Ryder), Peg’s cheerleader 





sense of belonging. He does- 
n’t worry about the violence that can 
explode at any moment, since he figures 
on being the one to dish it out.

Bracco’s 
nervy portrait of a mob wife who won't 
suffer silently underscores one of this 





daughter, whom he loves. And 
the worst qualities of Kim’s jealous boy- 
friend, Jim (Anthony Michael Hall), al- 
ways seem to bubble to the surface in 
Edward’s presence. 

The movie starts out as a satire of 
middle-America—the sights and atti- 
tudes of pre-Vietnam suburbia are viv- 
idly underlined and frozen in time.

Burton handles these deeper feelings 
with surprising grace, leading to an emo- 
tionally satisfying finish. 

Johnny Depp (Edward) is affecting; 
he studied Chaplin’s movies and learned 
all the right things. The blonde-wigged 
Ryder and pumped-up Hall pull off con- 
vincing stretches, while Dianne Wiest 
(Peg) and Vincent Price (the inventor, 
in flashbacks) add new riffs to old char- 
acters. Danny Elfman’s rich score puts 
the cap on an achievement as fragile 
and wonderful as one of Edward’s ice 
sculptures. —SLS 


Reversal of Fortune

Reversal of Fortune flirts with disas- 
ter. As if the narration by the comatose 
Sunny von Bulow (Glenn Close) wasn't 
hard enough to swallow, the fragmented 
story jumps back and forth in time, 
mixes truth and falsehood, and shifts 
point of view with lively abandon. 
Nicholas Kazan’s script combines worlds 
that go together like oil and water, alter- 
nating between the extravagant ennui of 
the super-rich and the energetic prag- 
matism of attorney Alan Dershowitz 
(Ron Silver).

However clunky, Reversal makes an 
outrageously funny sick joke, thanks to 
Jeremy Irons’ witty, Oscar-winning por- 
trayal of Claus von Bulow, who’s been 
convicted of trying to murder his wife 
and wants to appeal. Part charming aris- 
tocrat and part uneasy loser, his rich, 
resonant voice suggests a dignified head 
of state, but his shaky morals recall 
Richard Nixon. Claus stoutly proclaims 
his innocence, then offers crass quips 
guaranteed to discourage sympathy. 
When Dershowitz calls von Bulow a 
strange man, Claus responds, “You have 
no idea.” Indeed! 

That weirdness elevates the story 
from sordid melodrama to absurd farce. 
Sunny von Bulow is doomed long before 
her irreversible coma. Terminally un- 
happy, her marriage on the rocks, she 
consumes dangerous quantities of every- 
thing from aspirins and laxatives to 
painkillers, supplemented by liberal 
doses of alcohol. Glenn Close deftly por- 
trays Sunny as a ludicrous, angst-ridden 
zombie. It’s impossible not to laugh at

this drunken wretch wearing shades at 
the dinner table, cigarette in hand as she 
consumes an ice cream sundae for her 
main course. 

Scenes featuring Dershowitz, on 
whose book the movie is based, seem te- 
dious by comparison. Building a case for 
von Bulow’s retrial, the attorney and his 
team debate points of law in awkward 
expository fashion; glimpses into Der- 
showitz's personal life have the feel of 
filler. Since the real-life case remains 
murky, Reversal of Fortune attempts no 
definitive determination of guilt or inno- 
cence. Anyway, the facts are secondary 
to the audacious spectacle of Claus von 
Bulow himself, fascinating proof that the 
rich really are different. —Jon Young 


Postcards From the Edge

An adequate comedy-drama that 
should have been better, Postcards From 
the Edge suffers from a lack of nerve. Un- 
der Mike Nichols’ glib direction, Carrie 
Fisher’s adaptation of her novel promises 
insights into a tortured, drug-ravaged 
soul, not to mention insider Hollywood 
sleaze. While it delivers little of either, 
workmanlike performances from Meryl 
Streep and Shirley MacLaine at least 
produce some diverting moments. 

Poor Suzanne Vale (Streep). 
Though just out of rehab, staying off 
drugs may be the least of her problems. 
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To get another job and salvage her mov- 
ie career, Suzanne agrees to live with her 
mother (MacLaine) — an alcoholic, pill- 
popping superstar who drives her up the 
wall. On the set, she’s scrutinized by 
worried producers. After hours, she falls 
for a smooth-talking guy (Dennis 
Quaid) who only feigns affection. Can 
Suzanne keep out of Mom’s medicine 
cabinet? Can she stop the cynical wise- 
cracks long enough to rediscover her 
feclings? Is this a soap opera? 

Streep plays the recovering addict 
with a nice touch of edgy embarrass- 
ment, although it’s hard to forget she’s 
much older than her character. In an 
unsurprising role, MacLaine offers a sur- 
prise, rendering the overbearing mother 
with welcome restraint. Rather than re- 
prise the flamboyance of Terms of En- 
dearment, she shows how to speak softly 
and still spark a ruckus. The stars seem 
tentative when required to get serious, 
however: Streep’s flustered pleading and 
MacLaine’s defensiveness may reflect a

failure to communicate, but their close 
encounters generate little dramatic 
heat, and the inevitable reconciliation 
rings false. 

Still, it’s fun to wonder how much 
Fisher drew on her real-life mom, 
squeaky-clean Debbie Reynolds. And 
Postcards gets a boost from amusing 
cameos by the likes of Gene Hackman, 
Richard Dreyfuss, Rob Reiner and An- 
nette Bening. In a more substantive 
movie, these celebrity walk-ons would 
be a distraction. Here, they're just an- 
other ingredient in an underdone stew.

Arnold Schwarzenegger has a stun- 
ning talent for transmuting offbeat 
roles—a Russian cop, a cyborg, Danny 
DeVito’s brother — into box-office gold. 
Here, assuming two identities, he gener- 
ates a slick and funny, if unwieldy, enter- 
tainment. Schwarzenegger plays a Termi- 
nator-tough city cop who goes under- 
cover as a small-town kindergarten 
teacher. His mission: Convince a drug 
dealer’s ex-wife to testify against her 
murderous mate. But first, he has to find 
her—and her young son. 

Schwarzenegger's encounters with 
screen-wise preschoolers are amusing 
and appealing, even if the only way he fi- 
nally controls them is by turning class 
into boot camp for toddlers. The conceit 
works, given Schwarzenegger's charac- 
ter, but it remains unsettling. Pamela 
Reed is a wonderful foil as the partner 
who was supposed to do the teaching, 
and Michael Balhaus’ bright cine- 
matography looks terrific on a small 
screen. 

But Kindergarten Cop is gunning for 
two kinds of audiences. The murder, the 
investigation and the shootout framing 
the classroom hijinks are sharp and vio- 
lent. Renters should not be misled by 
the film’s nougat center. It has a hard 
candy shell, appropriate for teen-agers, 
but less so for kids of kindergarten age.

Summer always brings thoughts of 
distant, exotic places. Whether 
you re gearing up for that long- 
awaited vacation or recession-bound 
to your home turf, Mi- 
chael Palin’s Around 
the World in 80 Days 
(Public Media Home 
Video) is bound to 
capture your imagina- 
tion. At the behest of 
the BBC, Palin and a 
film crew of four fol- 
lowed the path of fic- 
tional character Phin- 
eas Fogg (of Jules Ver- 
ne’s original 80 Days 
novel), using only 
Fogg’s traditional “sur- 
face” modes of trans- 
portation — no airplanes allowed. 
They tried to circumnavigate the 
globe in a mere 80 days, and the re- 
sults are fascinating. 

The party heads east from Lon- 
don, across Europe, the Middle East, 
India, China, Japan and the U.S. It’s 
a real credit to writer/host Palin that 
the program never bogs down, de- 
spite its more than 5-1/2-hour run- 
ning time. His dry, subtle humor — far 
removed from his boisterous days 
with Monty Python —carries us when 
all else fails. 

Though constantly fighting the 
clock, Palin takes time to explore the 
local culture at each stop, but with- 
out the condescension or forced ob- 
jectivity of many travel documen- 
taries. Whether eating shredded co- 
bra in a Hong Kong restaurant, sur- 
veying the Colorado Rockies from a 
hot-air balloon or considering the im- 
minent dangers of the Persian Gulf, 
he maintains a sharp and enthusias- 
tic eye: He’s the ideal traveling com- 
panion.

vention for cable operators. Rate 
increases over the past few years have 


helped the cable industry finance re- | 





search into HDTV, fiber optics, digital . 


signal compression and digital radio, as 
well as invest in the equipment to bring 
the technologies to viewers. 

Cable systems also have plans for 
onscreen program guides that interact 
with VCRs (much as VCR Plus does), 
private local cable networks within the 
larger cable net (all the schools in a 
community tied together, or all the doc- 
tors’ offices), interactive information 
services tied either to videotex or home 
computers, emergency warning systems 
that alert subscribers to disasters even 
when the TV set is turned off, fax net- 
works that deliver store coupons or local 
news direct (and unsolicited) to your 
machine, and so on. 

“The technology is in place for most 
of these things,” says John Bringenberg, 
manager of strategic planning for TCI, 
the nation’s largest cable operator. 

Peering only a little farther, experts 
like Bringenberg say that cable opera- 
tors, freed from the tyranny of limited 
channels, will be able to create program- 
ming for specific neighborhoods. Ulti- 


mately, it will be possible — technically if |! 


not economically —to create a program 
for a single viewer and deliver it exclu- 
sively to him or her. 

In a sense, that’s what many opera- 
tors see in the proliferation of pay-per- 
view channels. An experimental fiber- 
optics center in Heathrow, Florida, in- 
cludes a data bank with more than 2,000 
feature films in its library. As the system 
automatically records a purchase order, 
a human operator starts the film on the 
customer’s movie channel. 

On a scale, pay-per-view operators 
propose to use many of the new chan- 
nels made available by digital compres- 
sion (as many as 50 in the Queens, New 
York, system) for movies timed to coin- 
cide with their release in rental shops. 
Since there are no more than five or six 
major titles released each month, each 
film will appear on more than one chan- 
nel with start times staggered. 

At the moment, pay-per-view prices 
hover around $5, well above the price 
for rentals. But cable insiders say that 
with volume and competition from rival 
suppliers offering the same titles, prices 
are bound to drop. 

At the other end of the pay-per-view 
scale, prices of $40 and more now 
charged for major sports events could 
seem puny compared to some of the nat-

Another recent trend in picture 
tubes is the practice of attaching the de- 
flection yoke at the tube factory rather: 
than at the TV assembly plant. Known 
as ITC, for “integral tube component,” 
this move precisely matches the tube!

ments which can come undone. 
A second coil is occasionally placed 
over the neck of large-screen tubes for 
high-end TV sets. This provides “scan 
velocity modulation,” which speeds up) 
the scanning by the electron beam for: 
picture segments with little detail and 
slows it down for detailed portions, pro- 
viding better resolution in the sections: 
of the picture where it’s needed. 
The TV set industry has long pon- 
dered the tradeoff between brightness 
and resolution. Now, with the Invar! 
mask and higher voltages, high contrast 
no longer need mean unsatisfactory, 
brightness.

and end a scene. 

This should improve creative con- 
trol and editing precision, especially 
when combined with Sony’s RM-E700 
editing controller, which is compatible 
with the new time code. (Watch for a 
hands-on evaluation of this potentially 
potent camcorder/controller combina- 
tion in an upcoming issue.) The time 
code is also useful for applications like 
motion analysis. Ricoh offers a nearly 
identical model, the R-108H, with a 
higher price| and a longer warranty. 

Another Ricoh model, the R-861, is 
a mirror image of Sony’s new CCD- 
V401, a standard 8mm model boasting 
substantial goodies. Its auto exposure 
system has settings for portraiture and 
moving subjects. The portrait mode em- 
phasizes the subject by opening the iris 
as much as possible, limiting depth of 
field and blurring the foreground and 
background. The exposure level is ad- 
justed by changing the shutter speed. 

The sports mode favors fast shutter 
speeds, and is best for shooting action 
scenes or when traveling in a car or 
train. The shutter speed is set to 1/500- 
second, while the iris is adjusted for op- 
timum exposure. Both the Sony and 
Ricoh camcorders come with a new 








“quick connect” AC adapter/charger 
with audio/video inputs and outputs. 
This allows 8mm users to connect the 
charger permanently to a TV set or 
VCR. 

Zenith’s VM8300, Fisher's FVC-990 
and Sunpak’s SV-11 introduce the sec- 
ond generation of binocular-style 8mm 
camcorders Fisher premiered last year. 
The VM8300 is slimmer and lighter 
than last year’s model, thanks to a small, 
27mm head drum in place of the older 
41mm drum. The camcorder offers a 
horizontal stereo microphone adapted to 
the flat body, and a pop-up, swivelling 
window that receives commands from a 
full-function infrared remote control. 

This camcorder stands out not only 
because of its unique shape, but because 
of its updated fuzzy logic autofocus sys- 
tem. Fuzzy logic evaluates the entire 
field of view, not just the center. In this 
sense, it behaves like the human eye, 
which first focuses on a small point, then 
brings outer areas into focus. The pic- 
ture is divided into six focal zones, and 
the camcorder switches between zones 
according to how far the lens is zoomed 
out. 

Canon is grabbing much attention 
this summer with its LI, the first con-

sumer camcorder with interchangeable 
lenses. But the company is not ignoring 
its standard 8mm line —it’s introducing 
three updated models, the E40, the E61 
and the E65. Their most desirable fea- 
ture is the 180-degree Flexigrip, a combi- 
nation rotating grip and viewfinder that 
makes it easy to shoot at different an- 
gles. The grip also protects the cam- 
corders’ A/V jacks. 

The E65 is the first 8mm compact 
camcorder with a detachable video 
light. The light fits into a powered shoe 
at the top of the unit. All the new mod- 
els include a timer that counts off the 
first 10 seconds of recording to prevent 
the user from shooting overly short 
scenes. 

The E40 and E61 are Canon’s entries 
in the lux wars, a battle among manu- 
facturers to offer the highest possible 
light sensitivity and lowest lux rating. 
Both units have a gain-up switch that al- 
lows recording in as little as 2 lux of 
light. The feature works, but adds noise 
to pictures. These switches are appear- 
ing on many models this season —con- 
sumers are clamoring for lower lux 
ratings — even though there is no indus- 
try standard for lux ratings, making 
comparisons difficult. >

VHS-C: SMALLER, SMARTER 

Panasonic’s runaway success with its 
VHS-C Palmcorders has paved the way 
for a new generation. Heading up the 
new line is the PV-41, a striking model 
with an image stabilizer, audio and video 
dub, and a five-watt enhancement light 
that fits into a powered accessory shoe. 
This year, the image stabilizer can be 
used along with other digital effects. 
This makes the PV-41’s digital zoom 
much more practical, because cam- 
corder images get shakier as telephoto 
range increases. Look for a similar model 
under the GE name. 


JVC is expanding its line to two sub- 
compacts, the GR-AX10 and GR-AX5, 





which resemble last year’s GR-AX7. The 
GR-AXIO is a deluxe version which in- 
cludes a snap-on video light, a flying 
erase head, an automatic head cleaner 
and an age insert function, which keeps 
track of a subject’s age, adding it to tapes 
as you wish. Both feature a gain-up 
switch which boosts their rated sensi- 
tivity to 1 lux. 

Expect JVC to introduce the first 
high-resolution subcompact later this 
year. Insiders say this S-VHS-C cam- 
corder will resemble the company’s cur- 
rent subcompacts, and will feature 
stereo audio. 

For those who prefer the steadier 
picture of larger camcorders, JVC is of- 








fering the GR-303, a VHS-C machine 
with such valuable features as audio and 
video dubbing and an automatic head 
cleaner. Our favorite feature, though, is 
its power manual focus ring. Turning the 
ring activates a stepping motor which 
changes the setting of the lens. The re- 
sult: Manual focusing is smooth and pre- 
cise, with the feel of a 35mm SLR 
camera. 

Hitachi’s book-sized VHS-C VM- 
C2A twists open to shoot, then folds for 
easy packing. It improves on last year’s 
VM-CIA with a titler that generates 24 
full-color computer graphics suitable for 
most video occasions. The graphics can 
be superimposed over the opening or

power jack, a conspicuous omission for a 
unit this costly. 

It offers 10 digital effects, including a 
moving picture set into a still frame, 
multi-image, a 2x digital zoom and over- 
lap. Noise reduction, strobe and solari- 
zation are linked to a three-step level 
control. 

The manual iris is conveniently 
placed and easy to use. Its autofocus 
works better than the V80lI’s, usually 
settling down in bright light. In low 
light, it seldom finds the target until its 
gain-up control is activated. 

The V5000’s picture quality is su- 
perb, even when its tapes are played in a 
camcorder without a TBC. Its only real 
drawbacks are a limited wide-angle 
range, a noisy transport and the view- 
finder, which looks fragile and tends to 
fold away from the user. 


THE VERDICT 

We each expected to find a most- 
wanted among the bunch, a camcorder 
that includes all our dream features. 
And we expected to find some unsavory 
characters as well. But after trying all six 








units, we realized that any of them 
would be great—but not perfect — for 
advanced amateur or semipro videogra- 
phy. All produce terrific pictures, and 
while some clutter the audio with me- 
chanical noise, all would produce great 
sound if used with an external mic. But 
despite the effort that obviously went 
into creating these units, each one has 
its quirks. 

The big differences lie in autofocus 
performance, which is best in the RCA 
Pro880 and Olympus VX-H804, and in 
each unit’s range of features. Experi- 
enced users tend to pursue their own 
style and subjects, and should decide for 
themselves which features are necessary 
and which they can live without. We 
can say that the effects on these cam- 
corders work well—the only ones that 
add substantial noise are the gain-up 
controls (with the exception of the L1’s). 

Although we haven’t found our 
dream camcorder, for now we’re enjoy- 
ing the terrific pictures and sound all 
these camcorders produce. But every 
time we shoot, we can’t help but dream 
of a VL-mount Sony V5000, an RCA 
Pro880 with a timebase corrector, light- 
weight lenses with silky-smooth manual 
iris and focus rings, and feature-packed, 
pocket-size Hi8s. >

SUGGESTIONS FOR MAIL-ORDER PURCHASERS 
1. Read the ad carefully. 


2. Whether you place your order by 
mail or by telephone, confirm the exact 
price (including any rebates) and any ad- 
ditional costs such as warranties, ship- 
ping, handling and insurance before you 
place your order. 


3. Check with the advertiser re- 
garding any warranties offered or availa- 
ble for purchase. 


4. Check whether the advertiser 
has a return policy. 


5. Keep a record of your order and 
all other transactions and get the names 
of all persons with whem you speak. 


6. Never send cash. Pay by check 
or money order or with a credit card so 
you will have a record of your transac- 
tion. If you pay by credit card, you may 
have a greater measure of recourse in 
the event the advertiser does not per- 
form. (Check the complaint procedures 
of your credit card companies. ) 


7. If you receive damaged or im- 
proper merchandise, contact the adver- 
tiser as soon as possible. 


8. Get a receipt from the shipper 
whenever you return merchandise. 


9. Since VIDEO Magazine will not 
continue to accept advertising from busi- 
nesses that have engaged in a regular 
pattern of unfair or improper dealing 
with our readers, try to determine which 
have been long-standing advertisers 


WHAT TO DO IF YOU HAVE A PROBLEM

4. If your complaint is Still not re- 
solved, contact us im writing (no phone 
calls, please), enclosing copies of all cor- 
respondence and proof of payment 
along with an explanation of what has 
transpired.

Solving the mysteries 
of battery memory 
and confidence heads. 





(] I have an 8mm camcorder that uses 
a six-volt, 1,300 milliamp/hour 
NP-22 battery. I’ve seen the ad for the 
Arkon Camcharger, which says it elimi- 
nates battery memory. Is battery memo- 
ry the reason I sometimes get longer use 
from a battery than at other times? Is it a 
good idea to leave the battery on the 
charger so that it will remain fully 
charged at all times? Also, can the 12- 
volt battery I use for lights be reduced to 
six volts to operate the camcorder? I 
won this camcorder in a contest, so | 
can’t ask a dealer these questions.

A The Arkon Camcharger is only one 
of several products recently intro- 
duced to eliminate the so-called memo- 
ry effect that often plagues nickel- 
cadmium batteries. Some question 
whether this effect really exists, but as 
one who owns more than a dozen 
nickel-cadmium batteries, I can attest 
that it does. 

One way to cure battery memory is 
to subject the battery to a thorough dis- 
charge/charge cycle. Connecting a light 
or other electrical load, such as a small 
DC fan, to the battery is primitive and 
risky. The Camcharger offers a safe, con- 
trolled method of reclaiming the full life 
of the battery. 

Leaving a fully charged battery on a 
recharger won’t help it sustain a full 
charge, since most designs require users 
to press the charge button again, or re- 
move and reinsert the battery into the 
charger, to charge a battery for longer 
than usual. 

As for powering the camcorder from 
more widely available 12-volt power sup- 
plies, many companies manufacture car 
cords that safely convert 12 volts to six 
volts, or whatever voltage the cam- 
corder requires. 

Finally, even if you didn’t buy the 
camcorder from your usual dealer, he 
should still be willing to help you solve 
these problems. After all, you have to 
buy tapes, batteries and a car cord from 
someone. 











('] Why don’t VCRs have confidence 
heads so that viewers can watch the 
recorded image and sound right after it 
has been recorded? I know this feature is 
available on broadcast VCRs, but these 
are out of most consumers’ price range.

ANE confidence heads are extra 
heads mounted on the video drum, 
slightly behind the regular record/play- 
back heads. Their purpose is, as you sug- 
gest, to instantly play back the signal 
that has just been recorded (one frame, 
or 1/30-second later) so it can be viewed 
in a camcorder viewfinder or on a moni- 
tor. Monitoring video quality this way 
gives users the confidence of knowing

the signal quality is good, not impaired 
by clogged or dirty heads. 

You can also do this by stopping the 
tape and playing back a few seconds of 
the video just recorded, using a cam- 
corder’s record review or edit search fea- 
tures, but these ways are more time- 
consuming and require you to interrupt 
recording. Confidence heads work while 
recording continues, which is important 
to professionals. Consumer VCRs may 
someday see this pro feature, in the 
same way that many now have flying 
erase heads, which were once found 
only on pro decks. For now, video engi- 
neers consider the feature too expensive 
to add to consumer machines. 





What’s the difference between 
Sony’s Control S, Control L and 
Control T jacks? Some VCRs have only 
one, while others have all three. How do 
they differ? Greg Clark 
Van Nuys, California 


FJ cons S came first. The S stands 
for SIRCS, an acronym for Sony In- 
frared Remote Control System. Using 
this jack to connect compatible Sony 
TV sets and VCRs (whether Beta, 8mm 
or VHS) enables users to remotely con- 
trol one machine through infrared sig- 
nals received at the other. VCR 
commands directed at your bedroom 
TV set, for example, would control a 
VCR elsewhere in the house, provided 
the two products are linked by a Con- 
trol S cable. 

Control L, now referred to as 
LANC, is more complex. It addresses 


functions like control track numbers, | 


and supplies power to some peripherals, 
such as editing controllers. The original 
Control L jack was a five-pin connector, 
but now it’s a stereo submini plug, which 
saves space on compact camcorders. 
Most Sony editing decks still use the 
five-pin jack. Sony offers an optional 
adapter between the two. 

Control T is the most advanced in- 
terface and is only found on Sony’s dis- 
continued SL-HF1000 VCR and on 
EDV-9500 ED Beta VCRs. The chief 
difference is that it lets one of the two 
connected VCRs perform a five-second 
preroll during editing. Preroll editing, 
which is also accomplished by some 
VHS decks using synchro edit jacks, en- 
sures that both decks are up to speed 
and perfectly synchronized when an edit 
is executed. The T, by the way, stands 
for twin, since both decks function as a 
matched pair.
